Germans Move Forward 


Fifty Miles In Past Two 
Days on N ortheast Line 


1X>\"DOX, Nor. £0.—The allies' victory at Mouastir, in Macedonia, 


was pushed into the background today by advices from Rumania. Th* 
outlook for the salvation of Rumania "is blacker than it baa been at any 
other time since the armies of Von Falkonliayn and Von Mnckensen be- 
gan their double drive in September. 


Power thrusts within the past 48 hours have driven the Aurtro- 


German lines nearly 5O mile* into the western part of Romania. 


Austro-German forces have cut the Orsova-Cratovn railroad, th« 


only railway line running through Rumania from the east to west. This 
advance menaces the Rumanian araiy on the line stretching along the ^ 
Danube in a southeasterly direction from Orsova and will probably com- 
pel its retreat. A retirement of this force 
will 
open the way for a 


brand new invasion of Rumania from Bulgaria, by way of Vltlin or 
Kahova. 


The progress of the Anstro-Gcrtnnns .in northeastern Rvmania in 


much more difficult. 
The Rumanians and .Russians have massed th« 


bulk of fheir armies in that zone to prevent Rumania being cut off from 
Russia. Rut a decisive' victory in that sphere will not be necessary if 
the Teutons kc«p up their swift progress arcoss the Rumanian plains. An 
advance across this stretch of level ground in Central Rumania win pot 
the Anstro-Gcnnuns in the rear of the armies in the Carpathian** and 
the eastern ranges of the Transylvan ian Alps, compelling them to flee. 


Heavy battles continue on the Sonimo front in France. 
The allies 


are keeping up their drive on Bapaume, but with a small degree of suc- 
cess. Berlin dwells upon the severity of the allies' losses there.
